When the Dutch settlers began 
migrating to America in the 
1700s, they brought their St. Ni- 
cholas, or Sinter Klaas, with 
them.

3. From the blue fabric, cut one 
stocking piece for the backing and 
two stocking pieces for the lining.

4. Cut two stocking pieces from 
flannel for the inner lining. 


5. From gold fabric, cut one 2%” 
x 24%" strip for the ruffle. With 
right sides together, fold the strip 
in half lengthwise and then stitch 
the 1%” ends. Turn right side out. 
Pin 1⁄-deep pleats 1" apart in the 
ruffle (Diagram A). The pleated 
strip should measure 14”; adjust 
pleats if necessary.

6. With raw edges aligned, sew 
the cording all around the right 
side of the stocking front (except 
the top edge), using the stitching 
line on the cording as a sewing 
guide. 


7. Pin the flannel stocking pieces 
to the wrong sides of the stocking 
front and back. Then, with right 
sides together, sew the front to the 
back, sewing on the stitching line 
of the cording. Be sure to catch the 
flannel in the seam. Clip the 
curved seams. Turn right side out. 


8. Pin the pleated strip around 
the top edge of the stocking, align- 
ing raw edges (Diagram B).

9. With right sides together, sew 
the lining pieces to one another. 
Clip the curved seams. Do not turn 
right side out. Slide the lining over 
the stocking, right sides together 
and side seams matching. Stitch 
around the top of the stocking, 
leaving an opening for turning. 
Turn the stocking through the 
opening and slide the lining inside 
the stocking. Slipstitch the open- 
ing closed. 


10. Thread needle with one strand 
of metallic thread and wrap thread 
around cording at ¥4” intervals, an- 
gling your stitch (Diagram C).

11. Fold the pleated ribbon into 
one 8” loop and one 5” loop, leaving 
12” ends; pin to secure and set 
aside. Fold the picot ribbon into 
one 6” loop and one 2” loop, leaving 
9” ends; pin.

3. Place the design piece and the 
unstitched piece with right sides 
together. Stitch on the pen line, 
using a small stitch and pivoting at 
the scallops. Leave a small opening 
for turning. Trim all seam allow- 
ances to %”. Turn right side out 
and slipstitch the opening closed. 
Press carefully. 


4. Trace the openings for the 
eyes on the right side of the design 
piece. Machine-satin-stitch on the 
pen line through alllayers. Cut out 
the openings for the eyes. Then 
stitch the beads to mask; see the 
graph for placement. 


5. Slipstitch the wire around the 
back of the mask, V4" from the out- 
side edge, following the general 
shape of the mask. Add a second 
length of wire between the eye 
openings and the top edge for more 
shaping control. 


6. Lavender Mask: Paint the 
dowel. Glue it to the back right- 
hand edge of the mask. Cut all 
ribbons in half. Handling the rib- 
bon lengths as one, tie into a 6" 
bow with streamers. Tack to the 
edge of the mask near the dowel.

CROSS-STITCH 

Fabrics: Most fabrics used in this 
book are even-weave fabrics made 
especially for cross-stitch and are 
available in needlework depart- 
ments or shops. If you cannot find 
the fabrics in your area, refer to 
Suppliers. Fabrics used for the 
models in the photographs are 
identified in the sample informa- 
tion by color, name, and thread 
count per inch. 


Finished Design Size: To deter- 
mine the finished size of a design, 
divide the stitch count by the 
threads per inch of the fabric. 
When designs are stitched over 
two threads, divide stitch count by 
half of the threads per inch. 


Needles: Use a blunt tapestry nee- 
dle that slips easily through the 
holes and does not pierce the fab- 
ric. With fabric that has eleven or 
fewer threads per inch, use needle 
size 24; with fourteen threads per 
inch, use needle size 24 or 26; with 
eighteen threads or more per inch, 
use needle size 26. 


Preparing Fabric: Cut the fabric 
3" larger on all sides than the fin- 
ished design size, or cut as indi- 
cated in sample information. To 
keep the fabric from fraying, whip- 
stitch or machine-zigzag the raw 
edges. 


Hoop or Frame: Select a hoop or 
stretcher bars large enough to hold 
the entire design. Place the screw 
or clamp of the hoop in a 10 o’clock 
position (or 2 o’clock, if you are 
left-handed) to keep from catching 
the thread. 
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Floss: Cut the floss into 18” 
lengths. For best coverage, run 
the floss over a damp sponge and 
separate all six strands. Put back 
together the number of strands 
recommended for use in sample in- 
formation. If the floss becomes 
twisted while stitching, drop the 
needle and allow the floss to un- 
wind. The floss will cover best 
when lying flat. 


Centering Design: Find the cen- 
ter of the fabric by folding it from 
top to bottom and again from left 
to right. Place a pin in the point of 
the fold to mark the center. Locate 
the center of the graph by follow- 
ing the vertical and horizontal 
arrows. Begin stitching at the cen- 
ter point of the graph and fabric. 
Each square on the graph repre- 
sents a complete cross-stitch. Un- 
less indicated otherwise in the 
sample information, each stitch is 
over one unit of thread. 


Securing Floss: Never knot floss 
unless working on clothing. Hold 
1” of thread behind fabric and se- 
cure the thread with the first few 
stitches. To secure the thread 
when finishing, run it under four or 
more stitches on the back of the 
design. 


Backstitching: Complete all 
cross-stitches before working 
backstitehes or accent stitches. 
When backstitching, use the num- 
ber of strands indicated in the code 
or one strand fewer than was used 
for cross-stitching. 


Stitching Method: For a smooth 
stitch, use a “push and pull” 
method. Push the needle straight 
down and completely through the 
fabric before pulling it up. 


Carrying Floss: Do not carry floss 
more than 1⁄2” between stitched 
areas because the loose threads, 


especially dark ones, will show 
through the fabric. Run the floss 
under worked stitches on back 
when possible. 


Cleaning Completed Work: After 
making sure fabric and floss are 
colorfast, briefly soak the com- 
pleted work in cold water. If it is 
soiled, wash it gently in mild soap. 
Roll the work in a towel to remove 
excess water; do not wring. Place 
the work face down on a dry light- 
weight towel and press it with a 
warm iron until it is dry. 


STITCHES 

Cross-Stitch: Bring the needle 
and thread up at A, down at B, up 
at C, and down again at D (Dia- 
gram А). For rows, stitch all the 
way across so that the floss is an- 
gled from the lower left to the 
upper right; then return (Diagram 
B). All the stitches should lie in the 
same direction.

Half-Cross: Indicated on the 
graph by a slanted line with the 
color symbol beside it; make the 
longer stitch in the direction of the 
slanted line.

stitch is simply cross-stitch that 
uses only one strand of embroidery 
floss. It is usually used for the 
background of a design, while the 
design itself is cross-stitched with 
enough strands to cover the fabric. 
When complete, the background 
resembles a delicate net (see St. 
Nicholas Day). 


Backstitch: Work from left to 
right with one strand of floss (un- 
less indicated otherwise in the 
code). Bring needle and thread up 
at A, down at B, and up again at C.

WORKING WITH 

WASTE CANVAS 

Cut the waste canvas 1” larger on 
all sides than the finished design 
size. Baste the waste canvas to the 
fabric or paper to be stitched. 
Complete the stitching; each stitch 
is over one unit (two threads). 
When stitching is complete, use a 
spray bottle to dampen the 
stitched area with cold water. Pull 
the waste canvas threads out one 
at a time with tweezers. It is eas- 
ler to pull all the threads running 
in one direction first; then pull out 
the opposite threads. Allow the 
stitehing to dry; then place face 
down on a towel and iron.
